NEW  VARIETIES 


Our  one  origination  for  the  year  is  Blue  Peacock,  a  fine  novelty  in  the  blue  shades. 
The  color  is  nearer  a  true  blue  than  Veilchenblau,  and  the  deep  velvet  blotch  overlaid 
with  cream  gives  it  a  very  attractive  and  different  aspect  from  the  rest  of  the  “blues.” 

While  we  offer  only  one  new  variety  this  year,  we  have  a  large  number  of  fine  new 
kinds  that  will  be  heard  from  as  soon  as  the  stock  is  large  enough.  Three  of  these,  in 
particular,  will  rank  among  the  very  best  of  all  gladiolus.  One  is  the  apple-blossom  pink 
which  was  awarded  first  prize  as  best  flower  in  the  Eastbay  Gladiolus  Show;  another  is  a 
blue  self  described  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Kingsley  in  “Western  Florist  and  Nurseryman”  as  the 
finest  blue  color  she  has  ever  seen;  and  the  third  is  a  fine  deep  rich  yellow,  the  only 
bloom  of  which  was  sent  Air  Mail  to  the  A.  G.  S.  Show  at  Cleveland.  This  beautiful 
yellow  had  12  large  well  expanded  florets  open  and  11  buds  when  mailed. 

We  call  particular  attention  to  three  Salbach  varieties  which  are  real  money-makers  — 
Betty  Nuthall,  Salbach’s  Pink,  and  Salbach’s  Orchid.  A  few  of  the  prizes  won  by  these 
splendid  varieties  are:  Betty  Nuthall  —  Best  gladiolus  in  California  Flower  Festival,  First 
for  best  basket  and  for  best  California  origination  in  Eastbay  Gladiolus  Society  Show, 
Oakland,  California;  Salbach’s  Pink  —  First  as  best  basket  of  gladiolus,  first  as  best  three 
spikes  of  pink,  and  second  to  Betty  Nuthall  as  best  flower  in  California  Flower  Festival; 
Salbach’s  Orchid  —  First  as  best  rose  pink  without  markings  at  A.  G.  S.  Show  in 
Cleveland;  first  as  best  rose  pink,  California  Gladiolus  Society  Show,  Los  Angeles;  first 
as  best  rose  pink,  and  first  as  best  basket  of  pink,  Eastbay  Gladiolus  Society  Show,  Oak¬ 
land,  California.  Salbach’s  Orchid  has  also  been  tested  under  glass,  and  pronounced  an 
exceptionally  fine  variety  for  forcing.
